His work is of importance on account of the fact 
that it is the only purely surgical work whichthe Arabs have 
left us. The editor added eight full-page woodcuts taken from his edition 
of Gersdorff‘s Feldbuch der Wundartzney, 1517. Only the cut of the ske- 
leton is a reduced copy, all the others were printed from the original blocks. 

The editio princeps of Octavius Horatius alias Theodorus Priscianus 
precedes Albucasis. It was edited by count Neuenaar and is more complete 
than the edition of Gelenius published in the same year.

pital letters. It is printed by Johann Schiissler, the second printer of

his last book, an Augustinus de Ancona, published in 1473, only used type I of 
Zainer. Altogether he printed only 10 works, all of which are distinguished 
by their accuracy and beauty of arrangement. The present book has a typo- 
graphical peculiarity. The text breaks off on fol. 49vo, line 18, with the words

He was admirably supported 
by the artists of this work, for the illustrations are beautifully executed, and 
represent the high-water mark of that type of botanical drawing which seeks 
to express the individual character and habit of each species, treating the plant 
broadly as a whole, and not laying more stress upon the reproductive than the 
vegetative organs. (Klebs.) 

The woodcuts illustrating Fuchs’ herbal are of extraordinary beauty. 
Some of them have special interest in that they are the first European illu- 
strations of American plants. — Quaritch’ Natural History, Cat. p. 263: ,,Of 
this, the most beautiful of all the herbals I sold copies to John Ruskin and 
William Morris, both of whose were fascinated by its woodcuts“. |

The most important treatise of this collection is the ,Summa perfectionis magisterii’’, 
containing no indication of an Arabic origin. It is conspicuous for clearness of reasoning and 
logical co-ordinaton of material. It gives detailed descriptions of the processes of distillation. 
sublimation, calcination, and of the preparation of various chemical substances. The general 
characteristics of the metals, the readiness with which they form alloys, and unite with sul- 
phur, are well described. The book on the Investigation of Perfection treats of the preparation 
and purification of the reagents used for the perfecting of the metals; the work is expressly 
intended to be an introduction to the main work, the preceding Summa.

The ,,Garde der suntheyt* is a paraphrase of the ,,Gart der Gesund- 
heit“, Mainz, Schoeffer, 1485, with important enlargements taken from the 
Hortus sanitatis® of Jacob Meydenbach, Mainz, 1491. It is the most com- 
prehensive edition of the Garden of Health‘. This work contains 
the tract on precious stones comprising 146 chapters and 107 new chapters 
on vegetable and animal subjects, not present in the German Gart. The 542 
chapters on plants surpass even that of the Latin Hortus which contains only 
530 chapters on this subject. 

The woodcuts for the greater part are copied from the Schoffer illus- 
trations, another part has its prototype in the Meydenbach Hortus: and some 
are new cuts which appeared only in the Low German ,Gart der suntheyt’. 


In our edition a new large title-cut representing a conference of physicians 


and another full-page one showing a room with several dealers of precious 
stones. These two cuts are beautiful examples of Low German art. The cuts 
of the plants and animals — as Schreiber says — are so finely executed that 
they surpass the illustrations of all High German editions. They are the same 
as those which appeared in the first edition of 1492, except those to chapter 
1 and 541 which were replaced by new ones. 

Without regard to its significance as an early monument of the Low 
German dialect, the ,Gart der suntheyt’ is one of the most important editions 
of the ,Hortus Sanitatis’ and plays an important part in the literary history of 
the latter.

The great importance of this fundamental work is well-known. It was 
the foundation of the whole science of human anatomy and opened a new era 
in the progress of medical science, Its daring attacks on established doctrines 
and the venerated authority of Galen, brought down on its author a storm of 
bitter reproach and opposition; but the storm was soon allayed, and Vesalius 
was honoured by the next generation as a discoverer of a New World. 

The woodcuts in this edition are very carefully and neatly execu- 
ted. The impressions are very fresh and effective. These cuts, several full- 
page, illustrating the entire anatomy, represent skeletons, muscle mannikins, 
veins and arteries, dissecting instruments, etc.

Choulant (p. 180) writes of this book: ,,This work is very rare“. 


The title-page is made from the same plate as that in the edition of the 
principal work of 1543, and so are also Vesalius’s picture on p. ff (G), 
the skeleton p. 17 (K), the nerves, p. 21 (M), and the chief figure as well as 
several smaller figures among the sheets without signature. On the other 
hand, we do not find in the principal work the five myologic plates (leaf G, 
H, I), and the nudefiguresofa mananda woman (page 18, 19, | WY 
the latter especially well-drawn a. beautifully executed. 
These seven plates have been added in the Epitome.” 


As in nearly all copies the 2 leaves at the end are missing. 

De Feyfer knows only two complete copies (at Utrecht and Lowen). 
The great value of the ,,.Epitome“, which is published in the same year and 
month as the first edition of the ,,Fabrica“, is well known. 

The superb cuts are probably the work of Jan Stephan van 
Calear (1499—1546), who lived at Naples where he also executed the cuts 
for the Epitome and the Fabrica of Vesalius (cf. Thieme-Becker V, p. 376).
